To be considered properly 
filed, your appeal must contain (1) the tracking number of your FOIA Request; (2) 
the date of the determination you are appealing; (3) the name of the person who 
issued the determination you are appealing; (4) a statement specifying the records 
that are the subjects of the appeal; and (5) any facts and legal or other authorities 
you wish to be considered in the adjudication of your appeal. 36 CFR § 1120.36(c). 

You may also seek assistance from the Access Board’s FOIA Public Liaison, 
Wendy Marshall (marshall@access-board.gov or (202) 272-0043) to discuss any 
aspect of the processing of your request.
